On Monday, January 11, 2010, our friend and colleague, 
Joseph Kealey, Emergency Service Patrol (ESP) Operator, Traffic 
Operations South, made the ultimate sacrifice while assisting a 
disabled motorist on I-76 eastbound in South Jersey. Joe was only 
45 years old and is survived by a loving wife and two daughters. 

Joe made a lasting impression not only on his DOT Co- 
Workers but on the motoring public that he loved to serve. He 
truly was a “Good Samaritan” and the South Jersey roadways that 
he patrolled so passionately have lost a great Ambassador. They 
will never be the same without him. 


TRAFFIC SAFETY LAw PROTECTING EMERGENCY PERSONNEL ~ 

Joe’s passing is a profound reminder of the importance 
of motorists to be vigilant and alert while driving New Jersey’s 
highways and to obey speed limit restrictions. It is imperative 
that drivers are aware of their surroundings and SLOW DOWN 
when traveling through a construction work zone or witnessing an 
Emergency Responder assisting a motorist on the shoulder of a 
roadway. 

On January 27, 2009, New Jersey enacted the MOVE 
OVER LAW which requires drivers approaching stationary 
emergency vehicles, tow trucks and other highway safety vehicles 
displaying flashing lights to move over one lane or, if not safe 
to move over, then to slow down below the posted speed limit. 
Failure to move over or slow down is punishable by a fine of 
$100.00 to $500.00; no points will be assessed for the offense.
